severity 
was 
more 
than 


twice greater 
than 
the law would 


have tolerated if he had been guilty of 
the larceny of $40,000,000. 
Iknow of no precedent for such a tri- 


al since 
the time when Jeffries and 
Scroggs 
administered 
the 
criminal 


law 
of England. 
The 
egress of the 


case from the murky 
atmosphere 
of 
Judge Davis's Court, charged 
as it was 
with electric passion, 
and its vaulting 
to the Court of Appeals, 
was like an
